130 within 30 feet of 
the Turnpike and only a mile and a half from the 
biggest bridge in the area.

Florence Township is heavy with industry — 
and has room for much more. But Bucks County 
residents who work in Ila plants must Journey 
south on Bt. IS, cross the river on Die BuriingVr,- 
Bristol Bridge and then drive north on Bt. ISR 
to Florence, 
The move to open the Turnpike bridge to regu­ 
lar traffic has many adherents, yet to date it has 
met with little success. Rep. Frank Thompson, 
Jr., (D-Burlington. Mercer) Us the latest to join 
in approval of the idea. State fen. Henry S. 


Haines, of Burlington, and George R. Ballard, sec­ 
retary of the Burlington County Planning Board, 
also of Burlington, have long thought along these 
lines. 


On the municipal level, officials of Burlington 
City and Township and Fieldsboro, Springfield, 
Mansfield and Florence Townships have all backed 
the plan. The Florence Chamber of Commerce, 
with member John E. Dimon acting as its attorney, 
has been fighting for a Turnpike entrance for 
four years. Strangely enough, in Bucks County, 
despite the' enthusiasm of many citizens for the 
idea, there has been no concerted action cm the 
matter.

The Turnpike is financed by bonds and new 
projects must prove to be potentially profitable 
before being undertaken, he explains. 
“The Authority, in fact, would suffer a serious 
loss of revenue with only Rt. 130 to be served by 
the proposed interchange,” Rose said.

The cost of building the interchange with the 
needed entrances and exits is estimated at IS 
million, a small amount when compared to the 
price of constructing a high level bridge.

But proponents of the plan, especially attorney 
Dimon, find it hard to believe the Authority would 
lose money. The group prepared an impressive 
presentation for the Authority in 1960, including 
aerial photographs, traffic and population statis­ 
tics and an evaluation of industry potential. 


Dimon, a Republican, professes to see politi­ 
cal influence in the Authority’s reluctance to con­ 
struct the interchange. Grover C. Richman, Jr., of 
Edgewater Park, N.J. is both chairman of the Bur­ 
lington County Bridge Commission and counsel 
to the Turnpike Authority. A former New Jersey 
attorney general, he is the acknowledged Demo­ 
cratic political chief in the county. 
When asked his opinion about the proposed 
Turnpike opening, Richman declined to comment, 
explaining that as counsel to the Authority he has 
no voice in its actions.

According to the Florence survey, 30 percent 
of the traffic coming off the Burlington Bristol 
Bridge turns north on Rt. 130. From this fact 
alone, said Dimon, the Authority could be assured 
that, 
if offered the choice, 
enough drivers would 
chose the Turnpike span 
to make it pay. In addi­ 
tion, Dimon believes a large number of people 
would prefer the convenience of the high level 
bridge rather than risk the delay of a bridge 
opening in Burlington. 
Members of the Florence Chamber of Com­ 
merce began the drive to open the Turnpike be­ 
cause of the tremendous commercial advantage 
it could bring to the township. The area would 
be opened to heavy traffic, joining such firms as 
John A. Roebling'*, Florence Pipe Foundry and 
and Machine, Sherwatt Manufacturing, U.S. Pipe 
and Foundry, United Aero, Hercules and National 
Gypsum.

Declaring that he favors opening the Turnpike, 
Thompson said the $'i million might be used by 
Hie county to build Hie interchange “ if it's on a 
county road.” County maps show that Cedar Lane, 
opposite the Hunt Brothers Circus grounds, Is in­ 
deed a county road, lf and when the Thompson 
bill Is passed by both houses of Congress and 
signed into law by the President, it will be up 
to the Board of Freeholders to decide bow the 
money will be spent.
